If you know how to drill and tap a hole, 
bevel hair, strike an arch, or lube a manifold, 
you probably are one of P.H.S.’s proud Vo- 
Tech students. 

Being selected for the vo-tech program is 
no easy undertaking. Counselor C.P. Win- 
ters explained, “We have to review each 
student’s academic grades especially in 
math and reading. We also look at conduct 
grades, detention records, and attendance 
records. Teacher recommendations are also 
requested for some programs. We are de- 
veloping more and more high-tech courses 
that demand the use of computers. Check- 
ing academic and conduct performance en- 
sures us that students are able to perform in 
these areas.” 

The vo-tech offers a vast array of pro- 
grams. For example a student may select 
automechanics, cosmotology, intensive busi- 
ness training, business computer applica- 


tions, or graphic arts and have the skills 
needed to join the work force immediately 
upon graduation. Other areas such as elec- 
tronics, machine shop, and welding may al- 
low students to gain an apprenticeship be- 
fore entering the industry. 

The Vo-Tech is constantly increasing pro- 
grams to suit the technology of the computer 
age. Diversified Technology is a newly add- 
ed program that allows students to learn to 
use several different types of technological 
computers. After graduation students would 
be able to pursue one of these areas of 
technology on the collegé level. 

Pride is a special word to a P.H.S. Vo- 
Tech student as he or she knows that their 
vo-tech center is the second largest in the 
state. Four first place winners in state com- 
petition are a direct result of this pride. The 
Vo-Tech excells and shows yet another facet 
that is Red, Blue, and YOU.
